I, Ian M. Drysdale, hereby declare that: 



1. I am an inventor of the above-described patent application (hereinafter "the 
application") and of the subject matter described and claimed therein. Charles A. Fillinger is a 
co-inventor.

2. Prior to January 18, 2001, Mr. Fillinger and I conceived of the invention in the 
application (hereinafter "the invention") and were subsequently diligent in reducing to practice 
the invention, as evidenced by Exhibits A-E, attached hereto. 

3. Exhibit A is a section of an invention disclosure submitted by Mr. Fillinger and 
me prior to January 18, 2001. The disclosure was prepared and approved by Mr. Fillinger and 
me, and submitted to our employer (First Data Corporation) on May 19, 2000. The disclosure 
shows conception of the invention described in the application. In particular, page 3 of the 
disclosure includes a description of transmitting targeted coupons to a wirelesses device of a 
customer as the customer enters a commercial establishment. The coupons can be based on 
customer "demographics" stored in the wireless device. 

4. Exhibit B is a letter to me dated December 10, 2000, from Paul M. Schwartz, an 
attorney retained by my employer to prepare an application based on our invention. This letter 
shows the attorney file number for my application as "FDC 052 PUS." I was the principal 
contact for Mr. Schwartz (as between Mr. Fillinger and myself), and I worked diligently both 
before and after this date in discussing the application with Mr. Schwartz and reviewing drafts 
(with Mr. Fillinger) of the application. There were numerous discussions and drafts because of 
the complexity of the subject matter. As can be noted from Exhibit B, Mr. Schwartz and I were 
located in different parts of the country (Mr. Schwartz had his office in Michigan, and Mr. 
Fillinger and I worked together in Florida) and, thus, communications between Mr. Schwartz 
and me (and Mr. Fillinger) required significant effort and time. 

5. Mr. Fillinger and I had, at the time the invention was being reduced to practice, 
very demanding positions with significant responsibility. Mr. Fillinger had the position of Vice 
President of Product Development for First Data Corporation. I had the position of Vice 
President of Mobile Commerce for First Data Corporation. Our positions required substantial 
travel, and during the period of time between January 18, 2001, and March 19, 2001, we 
separately traveled several times for important maters relating to the business of First Data 
Corporation. For example, I traveled to the New York city area twice (several days beginning 
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January 30, 2001, and several days beginning February 7, 2001). I also traveled to San Diego, 
California, for several days beginning March 13, 2001. Mr. Fillinger also traveled during this 
time. Our business travel required time and effort to schedule common time to discuss the 
application together. Frequently, we were not in our offices in Florida at the same time because 
of our travel schedules. Furthermore, because of our management responsibilities, we frequently 
had to attend to many business matters, including matters related to the subject application, after 
normal business hours. As one example only, Exhibit C is a copy of my calendar for Saturday, 
January 6, 2001, showing "patents" as one item that I worked on that day (outside of normal 
business hours). Such work included work on the application. 

6. During the period of time between January 18, 2001, and March 19, 2001, I 
assisted in the preparation of the application numerous times and had numerous discussions with 
Mr. Fillinger and several telephone conversations with Mr. Schwartz. Exhibit D is a copy of my 
calendar for February 8, 2001, showing "patent wireless coupon" as an item worked on that day. 
Exhibit E is a copy (two pages) of my calendar for February 12, 2001, showing "patents'* as an 
item worked on that day, and also showing "wireless coupon - 248-386-7200," a reference to Mr. 
Schwartz's phone number in Michigan and evidencing a telephone conversation I had with him 
that day concerning the application. Exhibit F is a copy (two pages) of the assignment form that 
was attached to a draft of the application prepared by Mr. Schwartz. Mr. Fillinger and I signed 
the assignment on February 20, 2001. We signed the assignment as part of reviewing the draft 
together, but then determined that the application needed further review and work. Exhibit G is a 
copy of the declaration (two pages) filed with the application, showing I signed the declaration 
on March 3, 2001, and Mr. Fillinger signed the declaration on March 6, 2001. On those dates 
Mr. Fillinger and I reviewed and were satisfied with the application, and we subsequently mailed 
the application (with our signatures) to Mr. Schwartz in Michigan for him to file at the Patent 
and Trademark Office. 

7. The invention was constructively reduced to practice on March 19, 2001, the 
filing date of the application. Prior to January 18, 2000, and continuing until the filing of the 
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patent application, Mr. Fillinger and I were diligently working on reducing the invention to 
practice by assisting in the preparation of the patent application. 

I hereby declare that all statements made herein of my own knowledge are true and that 
all statements made on information and belief are believed to be true; and, further, that these 
statements were made with the knowledge that willful false statements and the like are 
punishable by fine or imprisonment, or both, under Section 1001 of Title 18 of the United States 
Code, and that such willful false statements may jeopardize the validity of the above-identified 
application or any patent issued therefrom.

This process will allow merchants to target information and advertisements based on up to 
the minute inventory levels, customer demographics, and their past buying histories. It will 
further allow merchants to address individual consumer needs- such as size requirements or color 
preferences.
